This is in response to an Office communication mailed October 30, 2001 in which 
a restriction requirement was issued for the above referenced application. 

Election of Claims 

By way of response, Applicants hereby elect claim group III, claims 4-5, 8-1 1 and 
22-23, directed to nucleic acid molecules, vectors, host cells, etc., for examination and 
have canceled claims corresponding to the non-elected groups I-II, IV- VI, and VIII-XI. 

However, applicants respectfiilly request that the Examiner reconsider the claim 
division and include claim 13 in the elected group. Specifically, the point of novelty of 
claim 13 is the nucleic acid molecules of the claim from which it depends, claim 5. The 
dependent claim 13 provides a specific use (method of detecting a nucleic acid of claim 
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
